In addition, it now appears in- 
come taxes will be reduced 10 
per cent by an election-year-con- 
scious Congress. 


Sales Tax 


The budget is almost an ob- 
session in some quarters in 
Washington, and they apparently 
are going ahead and seék a cash 
balance by June 30, taking a cal- 
culated risk in national defense. 

This seems an unreasonably 
dangerous and foolish thing to 
do, especially when, off the rec- 
ord, almost anyone busy with 
the budget will say that the 
country is never going to be able 
to proceed with confidence and 
planning until the nation’s tax 
structure is overhauled. 

And the remedy most talked is 
an indirect sales tax. 

None of this is, 
official. 

And nothing will be done about 
it until a year from now, be- 
cause the administration does not 
want to go before the people next 
summer when the congressmen 
are elected and face a people 
disturbed by the prospects of 
new taxeS ... even though they 
do not mean more costs. 

This is now the prevailing 
opinion, but it is not without re- 
sistance. There are those in 
the Treasury, and the cabinet, 
who say the administration’s one 
error is that it has not moved 
as boldly and as resolutely, with 
new brooms, as the people ex- 
pected. They are arguing more 
GOP congressmen could be elect- 
ed if the people were told the 
truth and the plan explained. 

But the “‘wait a year’’ voices 
are in the majority. 

A uniform, indirect, national 
sales tax on all items,save the 
essentials of food and clothing 
would be the foundation on 
which the new tax structure 
would be erected. Canada has 
such a base, and it works in a 
manner which causes our own 
Treasury people to drool.

So, “the play within a play” 
eontinues inside the larger and 
more furious drama of cutting 
appropriations. This is a fright- 
ening show, being done some- 
what in the manner of the blind 
sisters of Fate who, equipped 
with shears, snip at the threads 
of man’s fate with sightless eyes. 

There isn’t any doubt but that 
in the field of national defense 
and foreign aid the appropria- 
tion slashing will be done blindly.

It was understood that the 
French ministers agreed to con- 
sider such a move, although the 
French government disliked the 
suggestion when it came from the 
state of Laos recently. 

Secretary of State Dulles and 
Treasury Secretary Humphrey 
told the French officials that the 
intention of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration is to grant no more 
foreign aid for balancing of budg- 
ets but only for tangible achieve- 
ments that the American people 
can understand in terms of their 
security.

Guinea Pig Glands Transplanted 


To Woman in Tulane Experiment

NEW ORLEANS, April 26 ®—A 
woman here is living with glands 
of a guinea pig transplanted into 
her body, a surgeon disclosed to- 
day. 

She was given new thyroid and 
parathyroid glands in probably the 
first such transplant of an animal 
thyroid to a human. 

It is another bold step toward 
the goal of some day replacing the 
lost, tired or disabled glands of 
humahs with new animal or hu- 
man glands. 

The woman, not identified, was 
given the animal glands three 
months ago, after her own thyroid 
and parathyroids were removed 
because of cancer. The thyroid 


gland produces thyroid hormone. 


The parathyroids, two little 
glands near the thyroid, control 
calcium levéls in the body. 

The guinea pig glands were 
transplanted into the woman’s 
stomach muscles, in hopes they 
would remain alive there and pour 
thyroid hormone into her blood- 
stream. 

Whether the animal glands are 
actually working isn’t yet known, 
said Dr. Edward T. Krementz of 
Tulane University Medical School. 
The woman, who lives near New 
Orleans, has not yet returned to 
the hospital for studies to learn 
this. 

Dr. Krementz described the 
gland transplant to science writers 
making an American Cancer So- 
ciety tour of research centers. 

The glands were taken from an 


embryo guinea pig—a yet-unborn 
or fully developed guinea pig. 

Dr. Harry S. N. Greene, with 
whom Dr. Krementz was as- 
sociated at Yale University, has 
shown that such embryonic tissue 
can often be transplanted success- 
fully to another animal, that it will 
grow in another animal’s body. 
Normal glands or tissues will not 
“take” this way in the body of 
another human or a different kind 
of animal. 

Almost two years ago, Dr. 
Greene and associates trans- 
planted embryonic human glands 
into a few humans. Transplants 
were made of embryonic human 
adrenal, thyroid and sex glands 
into humans whose own glands 
were lost of failing. Some of the 
glands survived and produced hor- 


mones.

Sunday’s election was for munic- 
ipal councillors, who in turn will 
elect the mayors to run France’s 
37,983 communes, which include 
200-population hamlets on up to 
the city of Paris. In the last such 
elections in 1947, the Communists 
elected 1,750 mayors. 


72 PCT. VOTE 


Election officials estimated that 
72 per cent of France’s 25 mil- 
lion eligible voters had cast bal- 
lots. This greatly exceeded ex- 
pectations because French _in- 
terest in the election had seemed 
slight. 


The councillors elected Sunday 
not only select the mayors, but 
they also have control over local 
fire-fighting and police forces and 
the transport system.

They Will Talk 


In a time when real diplomacy is 
impossible because of an era of shout- 
ing and accusation or “diplomacy by 
exhortation” through the pages of Mos- 
cow’s Pravda we receive the answer to 
President Eisenhower’s peace talk of 
10 days ago. 

Russia will talk—directly and on 
necessary subjects—through the United 
Nations. (By all means, let the blind 
critics who would abolish the UN, or 
have us withdraw from it, note this 
fact.) 

This means we are a step closer 
toward possible peace—with all its 
problems, some more exacting than 
those of war. 

Russia will talk. Therefore, we see 
another advance in whatever the new 
Soviet policy is to be. The United States 
properly will make no statement until 
it has received the page from Pravda 
on which the Presidept’s speech was 
published, with the arguments and 
analysis from the U. S. S. R. viewpoint, 
which followed disputed paragraphs. 
(Also. we will receive Ambassador 
Bohlen’s intelligence. ) 

The Soviets objected to some of the 
President’s conclusions and they made 
Secretary of State Dulles look a little 
bad by revealing some inconsistencies 
in his position. 

We see more clearly than ever we 
are in need of less shouting from some 
‘of the MacArthur bloc in Congress. 
The general himself, who wants to ob- 
tain peace by going to war against Red 
China, could do the nation a service by 
attending to his job. On the day Mac- 
Arthur offered war as a way to peace, 
President Eisenhower, who presumably 
knows at least as much about peace as 
General MacArthur, said there was no 
quick, miracle road to peace. 

The Soviet statement says the Qus- 
Ssians are willing to- talk “on a friendly 
basis.”’ 

There was no mention of Malenkov 
in the article. 

There was a defense of Soviet for- 
eign policy. 

But the over-all tone of it was calm 
-and not belligerent or full of hate, as 
have been those of the Stalin era. 

So we await with hope and prayer 
the next step toward a possible peace.

‘Regulations’ Result 


From Public Opinion 


John L. Lewis has asked Congress 
to repeal all major labor laws of the 
past 21 years, his special target being 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Of course, the Taft-Hartley Act is 
not perfect and neéds amending. 

However,the act was passed because 
it became necessary. It was passed be- 
cause Congress, expressing the will of 
the people of this country, realized that 
it was possible for an organized group 
to become so powerful as to override 
the best interests of all the people. Big 
labor must be regulated, they said, the 
Same as big business and big agricul- 
ture, lest it forget that the country’s 
welfare is paramount. 

Mr. Lewis is in the position of most 
representatives of pressure groups. Reg- 
ulate the other fellow, but leave me 
alone is their creed. Unfortunately, 
abuse of the public interest sooner or 
later brings its reward—government 
action to curb it. And that’s true in all 
fields, business, industry, finance and 
labor. 

Let those who would be unregulated 
remember that the biggest pressure 
group of all, the American people, is 
long-suffering and patient. However, 
continued abuses arouse them to action 
for their own protection.

President Takes Steps 


Toward Efficiency 


The President’s proposals to reor- 
ganize the Defense department, to unify 
all foreign-aid programs under the 
Mutual Security Agency, and to set up 
a separate agency free of the State de- 
partment to administer the Voice of 
America and other information pro- 
grams will receive a hearty response 
from Congress and the people. 

Actually, the proposal to give more 
power to the Secretary of Defense does 
not solve the whole dilemma in the De- 
fense department. It is a start, how- 
ever, toward an eventual streamlining 
of the armed forces that should make 
them more efficient and more unified. 

Strengthening of civilian control 
over all three services should help to 
ease the jockeying for position and ad- 
vantage by the chiefs of staffs of the 
services at the expense of real defense 
and economy. 

Of course, the present setup is our 
first attempt at unification. As such 


it was bound to be imperfect—a com- 
promise of differences. We are glad to 
see these signs that the bugs have been 
found and that steps are being taken to 
eliminate them. 


Similarly, consolidation of aid pro- 
grams under Harold Stassen’s Mutual 
Security Agency should be a measure 
for economy. This, too, is an outgrowth 
of our experience in such matters. 
Working feverishly and often without 
benefit of any rules to guide them, Con- 
gress set up agencies that have done 
good jobs but which often overlap and 
lead to waste and confusion. A co-ordi- 
nation of all programs leading to defi- 
nite objectives on a worldwide scale 
is in order. 

As crippled as they have become be- 
cause of the crescendo of criticisms 
aimed at them, the complete revamp- 
ing of our information programs ap- 
pears to be the only solution. This is 
a necessary and worthwhile part of 
America’s role of leadership of the free 
peoples and it cannot operate effec- 
tively if it is torn asunder by partisan 
attacks for every program it undertakes. 


The Voice of America is by its nature 
difficult for the State department to 
administer. Diplomats are not engi- 
neers and seldom are skilled propa- 
gandists. By. all means, however, the 
State department should have a say, 
since its objectives in foreign policy are 
goals of the government. 

But to relieve the State department 
of its responsibility for management of 
these programs seems an effective step 
toward better administration.

Negro Speech Clinic 
Is a Worthy Project 


It is astonishing that until six months 
ago there was no place in the entire 
South where a Negro child with a speech 
or hearing handicap might obtain the 
necessary instruction to make him a 
useful person in the community. Those 
afflicted became permanent wards of 
the taxpayers, if they survived. 

Two years ago six young Atlanta 
matrons decided to do something about 
it. Since there were no Negro teachers 
qualified for the work in the United 
States, they raised $1,795 and with $800 
from the state sent Mrs. Irene Asbury 
to the Central Institute for the Deaf at 
St. Louis, Mo., for instruction. 


She began teaching 33 children last 
October in classrooms provided by At- 
lanta University. However, the need 
is so great and the possibilities for good 
so tremendous that it is apparent that 
only a beginning has been made. To 
take care of the need, these young ma- 
trons, with the aid of the Junior League, 
have organized a project known as Pre- 
school Negro Speech Clinic, Inc. 

They have undertaken to raise $20,- 
000 to keep the program going for two 
more years and to expand it. They 
hope by that time that it will have more 
than proved its value and that it will 
be supported either by the Community 
Chest or the regular school system 
thereafter. 

We urge Atlantans to give liberal 
support to this undertaking. It is an 
investment in humanity and in the 
city’s future. We commend the public- 
spirited young women, including Mrs. 
DeJongh Franklin, Mrs. Arthur L. Har- 
ris, Mrs. Cecil Alexander Jr., Mrs. John 
J. Eagan, Mrs. Charles Massell and Mrs. 
Walter Bloom for their recognition of 
a need and for taking the initiative in 
doing something about it.

Small Businesses Are 
Still on the Increase 


While it is interesting to note that 
the number of business corporations in 
the billion-dollar class hit a peak of 66 
in 1952 in the United States, it is also 
interesting that the number of small 
businesses continues to grow, too. 

In Georgia, for instance, Dun and 
Bradstreet figures reveal there were 
1,179 new stock corporations chartered 
in the state during 1952. Against this 
record there were only 51 listed by the 
agency as having failed. At the end of 
1951 there were 62,500 firms operating 
in Georgia and in that year 92 failed. 

A total of 34 firms have joined the 
billion-dollar class since 1941, six of 
them in 1952. While inflation may have 
been responsible for part of it and war 
industries may have contributed to the 
boom, charges of an “unfavorable cli- 
mate” for business cannot stand up 
under such facts as these. 


It is significant that a life insurance 
company is now the nation’s biggest 
enterprise, indicating that our people 
are saving and cushioning their fami- 
lies against the awful shock of death. 
The list of firms in the billion-dollar 
class includes 22 banks, 17 industrials 
and 14 insurance businesses. Investors 
in them include millions of citizens.

Moscow Playing 
For Allied Split 


WASHINGTON—It begins to look as if 
Moscow is playing the United States and 
the other nations in the free world for suck- 
ers. The tip-off in the Soviet chess game 
is the publication of the recent speech of 
President Eisenhower and the significant 
comment along with it in Pravda that 
Russia, too, has her ‘‘claims and ideas of 

what should be done.” 

This reflects the plan 
of the Soviet govern- 
ment to overcome war 
fears and strengthen a 
weak internal situation 
by starting ‘‘discus- 
sions’’ which may last 
two or three years.

The Soviets are so sure they have the 
free world in a trap that even while Mr. 
Fisenhower and the other statesmen call 
for ‘‘deeds, not words,’’ the Communist- 
supplied armies in the last few days have 
boldlv crossed the boundaries of Laos, an 
independent kingdom in southeast Asia. 


The Soviets play their chess game well. 
Undoubtedly they are being guided by 
Douglas Maclean, the British diplomat, 
who, after serving a long time at the Brit- 
ish embassy in Washington, then was as- 
signed to take charge of the all-important 
‘“‘American Desk’’ in the London Foreign 
Office, through which all confidential cables 
flowed daily. When he disappeared behind 
the Iron Curtain a year and a half ago, 
Secretary Acheson exclaimed, ‘‘My God, he 
knew everything,” 


What Maclean knows basically is the 
weakness of the Allied position on the dip- 
lomatic side, particularly the situation in 
Britain, where a wedge has been success- 
fully driven between the Washington and 
London view oints. 

The story is going around Washington of 
a private dinner given two weeks ago by 
General Collins in honor of Viscount Mont- 
gomery, at which the. British field marshal 
said bluntly that if the American govern- 
ment insisted on carrying the war further 
in Korea she would find herself alone bear- 
ing 100 per cent of the burden; that she 
could not expect any help from Britain, and 
that he thought the American people would 
not go along either. At this, Representa- 
tive Short, chairman of the House armed 
services committee, is reported to have 
remarked that he thought he understood 
somewhat better the feelings of the Amer- 
ican people, and since they were today 
bearing 95 per cent of the burden in Korea, 
he didn’t think they would object to carry- 
ing 100 per cent if that became necessary. 


Knowing that the government of Great 
Britain, and British public opinion are al- 
most unanimous in opposition to America’s 
policy in Korea, the Soviet diplomats are 
pressing for a general peace conference 
where they are confident those differences 
will be accentuated.

Pulse of the Public 


Reuther Proposal Aimed at Halting 
Northern Industry's Trek to South 


Vero Beach, Fla.—To those who live be- 
low the Mason-Dixon Line, the continuous 
arrival in the South of industry from North- 
ern cities has become commonplace. It 
is known that the prime cause of this move- 
ment has been the crippling restrictions im- 
posed upon industry by government-fos- 
tered labor monopolies. 


It is of more than passing interest that 
this Southward trek has provoked a squawk 
from those who sparked it. A law has been 
proposed to stop this movement. Its spon- 
sor is Walter Reuther, overlord of the CIO 
empire. Mr. Reuther asked at a congres- 
sional hearing for a law to prevent indus- 
try from moving to unorganized areas, lo- 
cation of which, though not specified, is ob- 
vious. Mr. Reuther would erase by law 
what union policy has produced in practice 
through special privileges granted by Con- 
gress. It would be nice if the rest of us 
could go there, too, and get our mistakes 
erased. 


But suppose such a law had been passed 
before Northern textile mills, for instance, 
had loaded their looms and spindles on 
trucks and treked Southward. To sever 
the roots of long-established businesses and 
leave ghost towns where thriving textile 
villages stood was not an easy task. It was 
done from necessity, for the mills had 
reached a point of vanishing returns be- 
cause of the impositions of CIO textile work- 
ers. Now, what would Mr. Reuther, with 
his no-move law, have done, faced with the 
law of diminishing returns? 

In Russia, where Reuther studied his 
economics, solutions of this kind are rou- 
tine affairs. But the United States is not 
Russia and it is from this simple statement 
that it appears incongruous that one in the 
position Mr. Reuther enjoys should be ped- 
dling excerpts from the book of Marx in 
the free halls of Congress.

U.S. Approaches ‘Classless’ Society 
But Russia’s Is Still Only a Dream 


One of the world’s supreme ironies is 
that the greatest revolution of our age took 
place not in Russia but in the United States. 
The economic, social and political readjust- 
ments that wrought profound changes in 


‘America occurred in the lifetime of Josef 


Stalin. Our system of democratic capital- 
ism emerged full-blown as Stalin struggled 
to put over and finally scrapped the un- 
workable, hopelessly outdated dreams of 
Karl Marx. 

Nevertheless, Stalin continued to pay lip 
service to Marxism, just as today Georgi 
Malenkov, Stalin’s successor, prates about 
the day when Russia will ultimately achieve 
Marxist goals—which he does not, however, 
define in any detail. 

Ouftside of Russia, at least, one doesn’t 
have to peer too deeply between the lines 
to understand that Malenkov was confessing 
the failure of a mission—a mission that is 
destined never to be accomplished. But 
to recognize that is not to gainsay that in 
the materia] sense Russia did make signifi- 
cant forward strides under Stalin. A back- 
ward agrarian country became, in a rela- 
tively short span of time, the world’s larg- 
est industrial nation. 


But at what cost to the Russian people 
was this achieved? It was achieved by 
ruthless exploitation of the masses, by the 
creation of the most abject sweatshop con- 
ditions in Soviet industries, by herding mil- 
lions into concentration camps, by killing 
thousands more, 

Where was the classless society so dear 
to Marx’s heart? It simply doesn’t exist in 
Russia any more than it does in the un- 
happy nations enslaved behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. By way of contrast, we in the United 
States had gone further than any,other 
country in achieving the classless society 
long before Stalin ascended to power 29 
years ago. 

In the years since then we have gone 


even further. In the last quarter of a cen- 
tury during which we weathered the Great 
Depression. and World War II, the spread 
in income between the upper income group 
and the lowest has narrowed dramatically. 
The differentia] has been cut by about 70 
per cent, mostly by raising the living stand- 
ard of the lowest income group. 

As economist Peter Drucker pointed out 
in a recent issue of Commonweal, Roman 
Catholic lay magazine: 

“The United States today is the country 
in which equality of income and equality of 
opportunities are the most nearly realized, 
while the Soviet Union . . . has probably 
the greatest inequality of incomes of any 
major country.”’ 

It could be said, of course, that the 
American attainment in this respect is ma- 
terialistic and hence close to a realization 
of the Marxian dream. In taking full ad- 
vantage of the Age of the Machine, as it 
has been called, the American people have 
gained materially—but the spiritual gains 
have not lagged too far behind. 

To paraphrase Drucker, we have a 
moral society under a system of demo- 
cratic capitalism in which it is recognized 
that what is done in the best interests of 
the individual] is also in the best interests 
of the country. 

But while we may reflect that our revo 
lution has succeeded where the Russian 
revolution has failed in liberating the spirit 
and body of man, we cannot afford to grow 
complacent and lazy in this knowledge. 

It is only by preserving our gains, by 
zealously guarding our freedoms, by plan- 
ning and working for an even greater 
America, that we can maintain the inner 
strength to meet the threat of soul-stifling 
communism. In that way we will be able 
effectively to bring the free nations, and 
eventually—who knows?—the Russians and 
their satellites, within the orbit of a free, 
prosperous and peaceful world society.

Brings Electric Lights to Cabin

Even with her black, high-top 
shoes and her sunbonnet on Miss 
Quinnie Stanley is not very tall 
and she had to tiptoe to reach the 
white string which dangled across 
the ceiling of her log cabin. 

But reaching for that string 
was one of the happiest things to. 
happen in that log house since & 
the new kitchen was added in|

It meant that Miss Quinnie 
Stanley, age 71, of Route 1, Fay- 
etteville, had electric lights! 

**You want to see me turn on 
the light?’’ Miss Quinnie asked

by her cousin until she can buy 
one of her own. 


the old-fashioned running rose, 
which climbs over the log wall 
outside. Her eyes, back of her bi- 
focals, were almost violet with 
excitement. 


*‘Now watch,”’ she said and she 
gave a tug. 


The single, unshaded bulb in 
the center of the ceiling lit up, 
throwing a bright, white light 
over the weathered pine boards 
of the ceiling, over the old kero- 
sene lamp on the _ wash-stand, 
over the face of the old steeple 
clock which is still ticking away 
as it was the night Miss Quinnie 
was born in February, 1883, and 
over the worn family Bible which 
records how Miss  Quinnie’s 
grandfather, William Stanley, 
went away to fight with a Geor- 
gia regiment in ’61 and was left 
lying on a Virginia battlefield in 
1863. 


BRIGHTENS UP HOME 


But for the moment Miss Quin- 
nie saw only the light. 

“My!” she said, tilting her head 
m@ the light washed over her 
wrinkled old face. ‘‘My, don’t it 
brighten things up?” 

Miss Quinnie, who was born 
and has lived ever since in a two- 
room log cabin where her an- 
cestors homesteaded in Fayette 
County (four miles from Fayette- 
ville, turn right at Hopeful 
Church), became a rich woman 
the other day. She won $340 on a 
radio program called ‘Strike It 
Rich.”’ 

A cousin in Atlanta wrote the 
radio program about Miss Quin- 
nie and how she had stayed at 
home and looked after her moth- 
er and grandmother, two aged 


aunts and finally her invalid sis-|* 


ter, who died from cancer in 
1944. He put in a snapshot of+ 
Miss Quinnie and the little two- 
room log cabin with the ‘‘new’’ 
shedroom, which replaced the old 
detached kitchen, and mentioned 
that the dream of Miss Quinnie’s 
life was to have an electric light 
-—not several; just one—and an 
outlet for a radio. It was an im- 
possible dream, of course, for a 
' jittle old lady who had nothing 
but her cabin and an old-age pen- 
sion. | 

The cousin put all that in ihe | 
letter and sent it off and the 
other day one of Miss Quinnie’s 
neighbors came running up the 
path to her cabin ‘‘plumb out of 
breath’? with excitement.

Quinnie pulled the wondrous light}

Miss Quinnie’s’ grandfather 
came to Fayette County from 
Henry County in the 1830s. He 
married her grandmother, Annie, 
and they raised first the old 
kitchen and then the present cab- 
in for their growing family. Miss 
Quinnie’s father died from ty-| 
phoid when she was very small 
and her mother. followed him in 
1905, but her grandmother and 
two aunts and her sister, Lula, 
lived long lives. 


They worked in the fields and 
had a cow and chickens and man- 
aged to make a living without 
working outside the home, al- 
though Miss Quinnie came to At- 
lanta in 1918 and worked a week 
in Woolworth’s. 


“It was an experience, I tell 
you!’’ she recalled. ‘‘But I got 
homesick and Sister Lula missed 
me so they said she cried all the 
time. So I came on back.” 

Miss Quinnie hasn’t left home 
since except to work in the sew- 


ing room at Fayetteville during 
the WPA days when she earned 
the money to buy a priceless tin 
roof for her home. 

She has never failed to work, 
bringing the water she uses from 
a spring a quarter of a mile from 
her house, tending a little garden, 
and keeping the house scoured 
bright and clean, home-made 
quilts on the old rope bed with 
its shuck mattress. She lived for 
a long time on a $13-a-month old 
age pension, but now she gets 
$38—a sum which buys her food, 
clothes and fuel. 

She has been a little worried 
that the prize money would be 


deducted from her old age pen- 
sion but the fact that she can 
use it to make improvements 
on the house reassured her. 
There’s only one saddening thing 
about the lights. 

“I was thinking today,” she| 
said, ‘‘about Sister Lula. She, 
died in 1944 but it seems like I 
just can’t let her go. I was cry- 
ing and a-wishing she could be 
here now. We used to talk so 
much about getting a light!’’

NEW YORK, April 26—A series of 10 letters exchanged by Pope Pius XII and 
former President Truman has been privately printed in book form by Myron C. Tay- 
lor, personal representative to the Vatican from 1940 to 1950 for both President Tru- 
man and President Roosevelt. Only two of the letters had previously been made public.

The slim, red-bound volume of 
45 pages serves as a companion 
piece to a similar book privately 
published five years ago by Tay- 
lor entitled ‘‘Wartime Correspon- 
dence between President Roose- 
velt and Pope Pius XII.”

In his introduction Taylor wrote 
that Truman was “‘untiring in his 
search for ways and possibilities 
of arousing everywhere, at home 
and abroad, a militant spirit of 
moral rebirth as the first essen- 
tial requirement for achieving a 
just’ and peaceful world order.”’ 


“It is impossible,’’ Taylor com- 
mented, “‘to read the messages

and decency, and a just peace 
will prevail.

The 33-year-old brunette in- 
tentionally adds 20 pounds to 
her normal weight of 140 before 
going into a six-month training 
period for channel battles. ‘I 


work off too much poundage un- 
less I start a little heavy. Don’t 
drink or smoke but I have some 
terrific chocolate hangovers— 
candy’s my weakness,” the 
mild-mannered but tenacious 
willed girl stated. 


‘“T’m not a bathing beauty— 
too hefty in the wrong places,” 
Miss Chadwick said, slapping 
her hips. ‘Don’t dive expertly. 
I’d break my neck on a board. 
My best performance is given 
IN the water.” 


When the San Diego sea 
nymph arrived at the Ansley 
Hotel she hurried to the mail 
desk and grinned when claim- 
ing a letter addressed to Flor- 
ence (Fish) Chadwick.

the platform, the royal flag of 


Eleven-year-old Princess 
Elizabeth and T7-year-old Prin- 
cess Margaret shared popular- 
ity on this august occasion, It 
became my good fortune to 
have an unbroken view of this 
true story—seemingly emanat- 
ing from a fairy-tale. Its human 
characters were in graceful mo- 
tion in London on that 12th day 
of May in 1937. 


“All the King’s Horses and 
All the King’s Men’’ paraded 
before me for this one-in-a-life- 
time event. 


My seat was No. 23 on Row 
K, in the grandstand built on 
the sloping roof of Central] Hall 
overlooking Parliament Square. 
The sonorous tones of Big Ben 
and ‘“‘God Save the King’’ 
sounded loud and clear when 
the hands of the clock pointed 
to 10:30 o'clock. 


The coach bearing the prin- 
cesses and their Aunt Mary, the 
King’s sister, stopped before 
the Royal Annex built on the 
Parliament Square side of 
Westminster Abbey. 


Wearing ankle length white 
dresses, white socks, white sat- 
in slippers, long white kid 
gloves and ermine tippets, the 
princesses paused on the blue 
velvet carpeted platform to 
greet the Duke of Norfolk. 


As Marshal of the Day it was 
his hereditary task to oversee 
the pomp and splendor which 
dates down the centuries. He is 
the. first to greet the Royal 
Family just before they cross 
the portals of the annex en- 
trance to the Abbey. The hand- 
some young Duke wore crim- 
son, gold and ermine regalia 
befitting his exalted position. 

The bareheaded little prin- 
cesses carried their ermine 
bordered, blue velvet trains 
over their left arms. When 
golden-haired Princess. Eliza- 
beth released her train she 
kicked it on the floor. Then her 
brown-haired sister did the 
same, causing murmurs of 
amusement from _ onlookers, 
The girls vanished into the 
Abbey to await the coronation 
ceremony. 

At 11:30 o’clock the magnifi- 
cent gold and glass State Coach 
entered Parliament Square. It 
was drawn by eight Windsor 
Greys bedecked in crimson and 
gold trappings, Riders wore 
white tights, red and gold coats 
and black boots. Yeomen of the 
Guard in scarlet and gold Tudor 
costumes walked beside the 
coach. 

Their halberds reflected the 
rays of the sun as it burst 
through clouds to welcome their 
Majesties. 

The King and Queen sat on 
crimson velvet cushions in the 
coach, also lined with velvet. 
King George wore crimson and 
gold robes, an ermine cape 
hung from his shoulders and a 
jeweled crown rested upon his 
head. 

Queen Elizabeth wore crimson 
and gold robes but was bare- 
headed when she alighted from 
the coach. The Duke of Glou- 
cester in army uniform and the 
Duke of Kent in navy dress rode 
horseback behind their brother 
George. 

Resplendent purple velvet 
trains replaced crimson ones 
when the king and queen 
emerged from the Abbey after 
the ceremony. King George’s 
train was edged in ermine. A 


gold embroidered motif beau- 
tified Queen Elizabeth’s. Her 
hair was knotted at the nape

Anyhow, Miss Todd feels pretty happy about the ability of 
youngsters to take what may be coming, to prepare for it sensibly 
and not to go around with the blind screaming meemies. The 
acute danger, she thinks, comes from parents who are always 
putting up blocks. We either won’t let them talk to us about civil 
defense or we let them talk, moaning faintly all the time, and 


then don’t do any of the enormously practical things they have | 


found out about at school. 


Miss Todd cited as an example the behavior of parents in a 
fire in Nashville several years ago. It seems that a large part of | 


the town was burned, including a school. The principal of the 
school kept the children in their rooms as long as possible and 
then when he saw the fire was going to reach the school he 


marched the youngsters out of the building, in orderly ranks, and | 
into a nearby park, where they were safe. The schoolhouse itself | 


might even have been saved, according to the report, except that 
frantic parents, hearing of the fire, jammed the streets so that 
fire equipment could not get in. 

The lesson, Miss Todd thinks, is to make a plan for children, 


give them a definite assignment and then try to keep. your own | 


panic down while the cool-headed youngsters carry 
Her most concrete suggestion was to form a ‘‘block parent unit’’ 


through. 


in every block—a sort of adjunct to the old World War II block | 


warden. 


The block parents should be somebody who is at home most of 
the time—not necessarily mothers and fathers but uncles, aunts 
or grandparents. They should be responsible, sensible people who 
could assemble the youngsters and look after them until their 


parents can get home. If it is a case of working parents, they | 


might stay on their jobs, secure in the knowledge that their chil- 
dren were looked after. 


And while we’re choosing up block parents, Miss Todd also 
suggested, we might listen when the young’uns talk civil defense 


and co-operate when they become interested in turning the base- | 


ment into a bomb shelter. It makes a game of the whole thing for 
them—and besides, it wouldn’t hurt to have a few extra cans of 
food on the shelf and a first aid kit about the premises,

The Plague in Atlanta 


Nowadays, one of the most carefully planned phases of 
warfare is the maintenance of organized civilian life and the 
blocking of epidemics in conquered territories. When federal 
troops captured Atlanta in 1864, their only plan seems to have 
been to burn and destroy. Strangely enough, the slaves whom 
the North presumably was fighting to free were the worst 
sufferers. The Freedmen’s Bureau, a government agency, was 
created to rehabilitate the slaves. It was so shot through with 
anti-Southern politics, however, that its true purpose was prac- 
tically forgotten, and Atlanta became a mecca for all the pov- 
erty-stricken and sick who were without food, clothing and 
medical care. The result was a smallpox and cholera epidemic 
which threatened to wipe out the entire population. Due to the 
unselfish devotion of the doctors and volunteers, the plague was 
brought under control, but not until loss of life was terrific. 
Throughout this area, more than 500 ex-slaves died slow and 
tortured deaths each month during the disaster.
